Mr, WentwortK 
Tmniadiataly vested control of th« institution in the Itends of a board of 
trustees composed ol a duly elected representative of each of the 
Evangelical churches of Laiington. and a president. Colonel Sellers was 
called to the ntmr school in iti first ytiar and remained as its active head 
until I93S.

ThrougKout over Mi a century fha WonKrarfh pur- 
ptm ha% romained undianged. The ideals which led 
to the Acaderrry't founding anrJ ».i-i-f- nave carried 
it steadDy forward, shine just as brightiy today as 
•vbt: Mm desire to give each youth every epper* 
tunity to develop fkrfly his own individual personality: 
the aim thaf every cadet shall acquire a keen sense of 
duty and raipensibility, both to himself and toward 
others; that he shaN have fhe mental and moral power 
tc mare accurate udgmanfi befween right and 
wrong and the physical ppwfr to sterai by his con- 
yfctlon*. 

These high ctendardt have dominated WenWorfh 
for generations. But to maintain them and assure their 
full and co<itinuous application, it has been found 
necessary to limit the enrollrMnt. Wentworth today 
b a relatively small school — many iimes larger then 
In 1 880, to be sure, yet small enough that every indi- 
vlduol student is given the private attenticn sc> ajsen* 
f^il to htt el-'round davelopment.
